Saur jM»»estigation of Martin Luther King, Jr. and his assassination. 
Appointed to conduct this- review is a Task Force working under 
the direction of the OPR of the Department. This Task Force, 
consisting of six persons, began its review 5/10/76 utilizing 
Room 4171 of the JEH Building. This room is assigned to the 
Intelligence Division and was previously used by staff members 
of the Senate Select Committee. 

Task' Force leader Fred Folsom has advised that three 
analysts, Dana Boyd, Veronica Keith,, and Renee Holmes, have been 
added to the Task Force. Folsom requested additional space since 
Room 4171 is inadequate to house all nine members of the Task 
. Force. 

All Task Force members, including the new additions, 
have been cleared for Top Secret information and security orf ices 
of the Department and Bureau are handling appropriate building 
passes for the new Task Force members. Since Room 4171 is^ 
inadequate to accommodate all members of the Taste Force, i - rs 
felt this matter should be referred to the Space Management Unit 
of the Administrative Services Division in effort to obtain 
additional office space needed.
